“DID NOT KNOW SANTIN,” 
SAYS MRS. NINA BOVA 


‘Deny Right of Either to Speak 
of Me”’—Victim, With Last 
Breath, Told John Santin He 
Was His Uncle. 


Coroner Jules Baron will investigate 
Morday morning the causes which led to 
the tragedy which occurred at Seventh 
and Wash streets at 2:30 o'clock Friday aft- 
ernoon. in which Tony Santin was shot 
five times by Tony Crimente, dying shortly 
afterward on an operating table in the City 
Hospital. 

Santin was well known among the Ital- 
ians of St. Louis as a jewelry snlesman. 
During the World's Fair he sold silver and 
diamond jewelry in the Argentine ex'iibit. 
It was erroneously reported in the neigh- 
borbood of the murder that he had been 
connected with the Argentine World's Fair 
commission 

After he had been shot and lay in 4 dying 
condition in the doorway of Nathan Lev- 
in’s saloon, at Seventh and Wash streets, 
he was supported in the arms of John 
Santin until an ambulance arrived to take 
hirn to the City Hospital. 


Tells Santin He Is Uncle. 


was his uncle, and gave him a diamond 
searfpin for remembrance. John Santin 
had known fer several years the man who 
thus claimed relationship with him, but 
had believed him to be of the same name 
only. 

Saturday morning John Santin, who is a 
bartender at 000 Wash street, said to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch: 

“I have known both Santin and Crimente 
for several years, but never knew until 
yesterday that Tony Santin was any rela- 
tion to me. Santin and Crimente were old 
friends and two hours before the tragedy 
were in here drinking together. I see by 
the newspapers that Crimente made a 
statement in the Curr Btreet Police Station 
that he had killed Santin because when he 
refused a loan of $10 Santin had slapped 
his face. 1 do not believe this to be true. 
Santin had $12 in his pocket when he was 
shot. 

“As he lay in my arms in the doorway 
of Levin’s saloon after he had been shot, 
he told me that he was my uncle. While 
we had been friends I never suspected the 
relationship. I was, of course, ‘surprised 
and touched by the newly-discovered rela- 
tion, and when Tony asked me to look 
after his interests I told him I would do 
sw. He knew that he was dying, and I 
asked him to tell me what the trouble be- 
tween him and Crimente was all about. 


Says Crimente Was Jealous. 


“‘Crimonte was jealous of me,’ he said, 
but without reason. We were drinking to- 
gether a little while ago and he began call- 
ing me names, saying that I was trying to 
| steal from him the love of a young woman. 
i toll him that I did net even Know her. 
He called me a liar and then began to 
shoot at me. The woman is Mrs. Nina 
Bova. JI never even met her.’ 

“That is practically the story he told me

A JAPANESE EXCLUSION ACT. 

The Legislature of California has adopted a concurrent reso- 
lution urging upon Congress the passage of a Japanese exclusion 
act. The Californians are frightened by the influx of the island- 
ers, as they were by the immigration of the Chinese. 

The famous Burlingame treaty with China, negotiated in 1868, 
providel for the free admission for labor, travel and study of 
the citizens or subjects of each nation into the dominions of the 
other. For this work Mr. Burlingame was lauded without stint, 
and no opposition was raised in any quarter or by any interest. 

But within six years the people of the Pacific coast took 
alarm. The ‘sesult was that we adopted the very policy of ex- 
clusion ch we had induced the Chinese to abandon. And now 
ft is proposed to adopt the same policy with reference to the 
Japanese, on the ground of the “great and eternal truth that 
two races, unassimilable, cannot occupy the same land together 
in peace.” In these words the San Francisco Argonaut states 
the argument for exclusion. 

We have traveled far since Anson Burlingame returned in tri- 
umph with his treaty of hospitality and friendly intercourse. 
By persuasion, cajolery, menace, even threats, we extorted the 
agreement from the Chinese government, and before a decade 
had passed we tore up the treaty and enacted a statute of ex- 
@hision, the principle of which was éssentially Chinese. 

It remains to be seen whether the American people as a whole 
Will be willing to apply the rule to the Japanese. On the Pacific 
Coast. they are thoroughly aroused. Will the sentiment spread 
to the states not immediately affected?

The Argentine Commissioner Is

sioner of education to the World's Fair, 
an assiduous visitor of the St. Louis ex- 
hibit and of the classes given before the 
public, I was then aware of the fact that 
the schools of St. Louis rank among the 
best of the country, and that the system 
upon which the school board is organized 
was the most perfect in the world. 

I wished, however, to see the schools in 
actual operation, and that is the work to 
which I'am devoting my last days in St. 
Louis. Needless to say, the superintend- 
ent of schools, as well as the assistant Su- 
perintendents, together with the principals 
and teachers, are contributing to make my 
study a most pleasing one.

I started my 
ican schools in Buffalo 
that time I have visited 
in that city, as well as in Boston, New 
York, Chicago and other places. But, how- 
ever excellent the teaching force fn those 
citles are, I consider that the average 
teacher in St. Louis is better qualified than 
those of the other places I have visited. 
No doubt the system of appointing teach- 
ers is to a great extent responsible for the 
difference. 

Among the other things which have deep- 
ly impressed me durjng my stay here Its 
the excellent spirit pervading the schools 
of St. Louis. It is out of the question that 
any American sehool, taken at random, 
would show to the foreign visitor the won- 
derful results of freedom, responsibility 
and individuality which are enjoyed by the 
pupils in this country. These Americans 
have given to the child, while in Europe 
the latter is still compelled to live in @ 
world fitted chiefly for adults. But I do 
not know of any other place better than 
St. Louis to show what may be accom- 
plished’ through a full realization of the 
rights of the child. Here gentleness and 
sympathy from either side tighten the 
bonds of mutual love and regards. A beau- 
tiful democratic spirit guides the relation- 
ship among pupi!s and teachers, teachers 
and principals, principals and superintend- 
ents. 

The world will be a better one when such 
a regime governs the schools in all the 
nations of the earth.
